AREAS IN MISSOURI 


Jefferson City, April 23.—There is 
a possibility that the United States 
Government will purchase two forest 
areas in Southern Missouri Forestry 
Council, in an article on the history 
of forest conservation. 
The areas under consideration, ac­ 
cording to a report made to Captain 
Godsey by W. W. Ashe, assistant dis­ 
trict forester, are along the St. Fran­ 
cois and the Current Rivers, in the 
Ozavks.

New York, April 
21.—The 
high 
seas liquor deadline established 
by 
treaties between this country, Great 
Britain, Norway 
and 
others, 
one 
hour’s sailing distance from 
shore 
was 
erased in 
the 
United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals today. 
In dismissing seizure proceedings 
against the Norwegian vessel Saga- 
tind and the British ship Diamantia, 
three judges concurred in ruling that 
the treaties do not make law extend­ 
ing this countries territorial juris­ 
diction and that, despite the treaties, 
coast guard vessels have no right to 
sieze other countries’ ships for viola­ 
tion of the laws of the United States 
outside the old three-mile limit. 
The judges made it clear that they 
were not passing 
on 
the power of 
Congress to establish 
the 
twelve- 
mile limit, as no such action has been 
attempted by Congress. 
But it ruled 
no such limit was validly established 
by

treaties, although 
those documents purport to do this. 
The Sagatind and the Diamantina 
were captured by coast guard crews 
several months ago, one fifteen and 
the other twenty-two miles off the 
Long Island coast.
